OF STOCK 
IN 
WINTER. 


Heavy Losses Canned by Neglect of Stocli 


In Cold Weather. 


Perhaps no exact estimate can be 


made of the loss sustained by many 
farmers in neglecting to caro properly 
,1'or stock in the cold days of winter. 
But the loss is a heavy one, and to 
arort it should be the aim of every one 
engaged in stock-raising. 


Two questions arise iu connection 


with this subject: 


(1) Is it cheaper to provide comfort- 


able quarters for stock than furnish 
i hem an extra allowance of feed. 
(2) 


On I afford to lose the flesh already 
gained? 
Investigation showsinanswer 


to i lie lirst question that us animal heat 
V: produced by alow combustion of the 
food taken into the stomach, the ani- 
mal n hen exposed to piercing winds 
and chilling storms requires a suDicient 
q u a n t i t y of food to keep tbisslowcom- 
iMu-aiou in active operation, as the cold 
air w i l l take up the heat and carry it 
a win. 
A constant drain is made upon 


t h e animal for nioro heat, and the only 
i i i i ' : i > ' - of producing it is by adding 
,mon- fuel to the lire. This may be 
iftuctMiipliihed iu two ways: An extra 
{ration may ba given, or a draft may be 
'mail.1 on the reserved forces of the'ani- 
uuti; but in either case the owner sus- 
tains lus-,—in the first instance! in extra 
rations, in the second by the loss of 
flesh sustained by the animal. 
Close. 


observation and "careful experiment in 
this direction have clearly demonstrated 
that an animal comfortably housed will 
lire on uDC-lialf the food required by 
the same animal forced to endure the 
cold in an <.>pen field, exposed to ail the 
sudden changes of temperature occur- 
ring in this latitude. 


The second question requires but lit- 


tle notice. 
The answer is plain. Take 


upractU'wl example. 
Here are cattle 


that have been grazing for six moutha, 
and have each gained two hundred 
pounds. 
At four dollars per hundred 


this will equal eight dollars per head. 
Muderalo feeding and constant expos- 
ure will reduce i heir weight one hun- 
dred :mil lil'ly pounds each, while the 
.same J'ei'ding :.ui<l a warm stable would 
keep i l i e i p i in the same flesh through 
(he winier. 
L'ullle ihat weighed inthe 


(all 
one thousand pounds, after losing 


one hundred and fifty pounds are worth 
thirty-four dollars per head; but those 
kept in the same condition as at the 
beginning of winter, will sell at an ad- 
vaiiee of one cent per pound at least, 
or at live dollars per hundred, making 
them worth lit'ty dollars a head. 
Hero 


is a strong argument in favor of warm 
quarters i'or cattle in winter, and the 
same is true of all other domestic ani- 
mal*. 
The conclusion then is that truo 


economy requires that all animals be 
kept in as good condition through the 
winter as at any other season. And in 
110 way can this be so effectually done, 
in connection with a good supply of 
suitable forage, as by providing com- 
fortable buildings for them, and then 
kindly looking after their 
w a n t s . — f f ,

Called Home. 


After ao, illness of about two weeks 


Samuel Powers, who has lived in this 
county Binee 1839, died at 12 15 o clock 
this aftenSoon at the family residence, 
attended by his family and B number of 
friends. He was taken with lung fever, 
and it WBB believed that he would recover, 
but a change for the worse occurred to 
day, and he passed away peacefully m 
tbe 69th year of his age. 


Tho deceased was born in Saratoga 


county, New York, May 18, 1816 His 
family settled in New York. 
William 


Powers, his father, was bom m Connecti- 
cut, and lived nt Bridgeport, the home of 
Col St John, whom his mother married 
nfter the death of her flrst husband. The 
father of tho deoensed died at the age of 
fort)-two. 


Samuel Powers early life was spent in 


his native county, working on the farm 
in tho summer months and in winter at- 
tending school 
When he was 21 the 


fnrm, of which he had tho mauagement 
Hinco he was 14, was sold, and he con- 
cluded to go to Alabama, where his older 
brothers were in business From Mobile 
be went to Tusoaloosa, where his brother 
Orlando Powers, was engaged m mercan- 
tile pursuits 
Being fond of stock and 


accustomed to farming, he oame to llli 
noia 
In cumpany with his elder brother, 


George Powers, he made tho journey 
from Alabama on horseback, through 
Tennessee and Kentucky, crossing tbe 
Ohio rner at Shawneetown and arriving 
in JDoeutur in .Tuly, 1839 
At that time 


Decatur was ft small pluoe 
Some rail- 


roads had been surveyed with Deoatur as 
a prominent point on the proposed lines, 
and in hia ludgment it gave promise of 
becoming a thriving railroad town. The

famous m the south and east. He was 
perhaps tho best posted man ns to fine 
stock of. any breeder in the west. 


Tbe deceased was always ot a retiring 


disposition, and sought no prominence in 
political nllairs, though he has represent- 
ed Decatnr township as a member of the 
county board ot supervisors, of which 
body he waa a very useful member.

A SHRIMPING VILLAGE. 


An EuglUii Town All at Whose Inhabit- 


anti Catch Fish far u Uvlnjf. 


The whole population of Leigli, Eng., 


about sevontcen liundi'ed, is ohiafly en- 
gaged in shrimping, and their pros- 
perity Taries with the season nail Ilia 
weather. Fishing is chiefly carried on 
with small trawls, and beside shrimps, 
which are sometimes tftkeu in immense 
quantities, dabs, plaice, and even sole*, 
nre caught. Tbo "take" of shrimp* 
varies within wldo limits, a boat some- 
times taking a hundred gallons in » 
single day or night, but forty gaJlona 
is considered a good haul, and, ul' 
course, very often, the work is not even 
remunerative 
But the market price 


of shrimps at Billingigate Is, if possible, 
of more importance to the Leigh fisher- 
men thau the amount of the lake, and 
thif will be believed when we add that 
it fluctuates between four shillings as a 
maximum and one shilling as a mini- 
mum price per gallon. The shrimps 
are boiled on board boat and then 
picked over, the brown fetching a much 
higher price rliaii tho rod. They are 
sent up to London at night by goods 
trains, and sometimes tho freight 
amounts to as much as two thousand 
gallons. 
The Leigh hhnmpiog ttoet 


now consists of about a hundred boats, 
which are mostly small. 


The fishery is a very ancient one. 
In Roman times there was certainly a 
coJony here, and when a cliff fell some 
years since, a large number of Roman 
coins were found. Tho place was of 
sufficient importance to be mentioned 
in "Domesday Book," and it was of 
some account as a nursery of sailors in 
the reign of Edward II. * * * The 
shrimp trade fluctuates greatly accord- 
ing to the weather. In astormy season 
the take is very small, and when too 
fine the men are often out for days 
without earning enough to pay ex- 
penses. 
Windy, 
but not "dirty," 


weather is the beat, and, as we have al- 
ready pointed out, sometimes a single 
boat will make twenty pounds in a day, 
but is an exceptional sum. Perhaps 
live pounds to ten pounds may be taken 
as tne average earnings per boat in 
favorable weather. The fishermen are 
hardy and honest sailors, and Leigh 
has tor centuries sent numbers of men 
to the navy and mercantile marine.-— 
rasttll's Mag as me.
